Board member 
Brunson asked who was re- 
sponsible for deciding when 
employees would read the 
utility meters each month, 
and Johnson said it was his 
understanding it comes 
from the assistant city 
clerk’s office. 

Johnson said he felt like 
there should be a policy in 
place with a target of 30 or 
31 days on each billing 
cycle with it not to vary by 
more than two days, when 
needed. 

Brunson made a motion 
that barring any unforeseen 
circumstances meters of 
utility customers for the 
Elba Water and Electric 
System be read on either the 
14th, 15th, or 16th of each 
month. The motion was sec- 
onded by board member 
Barry Giles. Then he of- 
fered an amendment to the 
original motion that any de- 
viation from the policy has 
to be approved by the chair- 
man or vice chairman of the 
board. The amendment was 
seconded by board member 
AR Williams, and it passed 
by unanimous vote. 

The original motion, as 
amended also passed by 
unanimous vote. 

The board then discussed

Coffee County Commission approves $28.8 million budget 


that includes a 2.5% cost-of-living raise for all employees

The Coffee County Com- 
mission approved a cost-of- 
living raise for employees 
Monday, Sept. 14, through 
the passage of the Fiscal 
Year 2021 budget. 

County engineer pre- 
sented the proposed budget 
for approval during Mon- 
day’s meeting, and he said 
the $28, 895,431.89 budget 
did include a 2.5 percent 
COLA [Cost of Living Ad- 
justment] for all employees. 
Also, Morgan said there had 
been a 5.5 percent increase 
in cost for the local govern- 
ment health insurance plan 
for the fiscal year, and the 
county would be absorbing 
those additional costs in the 
budget to help employees. 

“While this budget ap- 
pears significantly larger 
compared to last year’s 
budget, that is mostly due to 
several capital expenditures 
included in this budget,” 
Morgan said. “If you take 
those capital expenditures 
out, the budget would ac- 
tually be 2.5 percent less 
than the current fiscal year 
budget.” 

The general fund budget 
for Fiscal Year 2021 was 
proposed at $9,583,071.20, 
a drop of 3.26 percent com- 
pared to FY2020. The 
largest increases in this 
FY2021 proposed budget 
came to the landfill and 
solid waste departments, 
where Morgan said the 
main capital expenditure in- 
creases are anticipated. He 
said there would be a need 
to purchase garbage trucks 
for the solid waste depart- 
ment, and the landfill 
budget included some new 
equipment purchases along 
with the start of construc- 
tion of a new cell at the 
landfill. : 
“On Morgan’s recommen- 


The Coffee County Commission received a check for

voted unanimously to ap- 
prove the Fiscal Year 2021 
budget. 

Shortly after the budget 
was approved, environmen- 
tal services director Mike 
Thornton brought one of the 
capital expenditure items 
included in the new budget 
up for approval. He asked 
commissioners for permis- 


sion to order and purchase 


four new garbage trucks for 
the county’s solid waste de- 
partment. The cost of the 
purchase is expected to be 
just over $1 million dollars. 

Commissioners voted to 
approve Thornton’s request. 

In a retroactive matter, 
commissioner voted Mon- 
day to approve Enterprise 
Rescue Inc. as the new 
emergency services pro- 
vider for the unincorporated 
areas of the county as of 
September 1, 2020. The 
county administrator said 
this company had taken 
over the EMS service oper- 
ations earlier in the month 
in lieu of Haynes Ambu- 
lance, a decision approved 
by the county’s EMS Board. 

Also recommended by 
‘administrator Morgan, com- 


dation commissioners missioners voted to enter 


into a new contract with 
Southern Health Partners to 
be the new healthcare pro- 
vider for the Coffee County 
Jail. This new contract be- 
comes effective on Oct. 1, 
2020. é 

The county will purchase 
two new x-ray machines for 
the courthouses — one will 
be installed at the court-

“heroes pay’ following approval by council

The Elba City Council 
approved a motion Monday 
night, Sept. 14, during its 
regular bi-monthly meeting 
to compensate city employ- 
ees that worked full-time 
during the COVID-19 shut- 
down earlier this year. 

After receiving a letter 
from Police Chief Leslie 
Hussey asking the city to 
consider compensating em- 
ployees from his depart- 
ment that worked full-time 
during the COVID-19 quar- 
antine shutdown earlier this 
year, a committee was 
formed to take the request 
under advisement. Mayor 
Mickey Murdock said the 
committee consisted of 
himself as mayor, Jane 
Brunson as mayor pro tem, 
Tim Johnson as chairman of 
the water and electric board, 
and Pat Boothe, assistant 
city clerk. 

Murdock said the conclu- 
sion of discussions held by 
the committee was to pay 
city employees that worked 
full-time during the shut- 
down [most city employees 
worked split shifts during 
the stay-at-home quarantine 
time] a total of 18 days at 8 
hours per day based on the 
individual employee’s regu- 
lar pay rate. Also, he said 
the committee rec- 
ommended paying all city 
employees $125 each for 
exposure pay. 

Murdock said the pay- 
ments would come as a one- 
time payment to the 
employees, and the monies 
to cover this cost would 
come from CARES Act 
funding awarded to the city. 
He said the estimated cost 
would be $75,000, and the 
city would be able to cover 
that entire amount with 
CARES Act monies. 

“We are appreciative of

The motion passed by a 
unanimous vote. 

The council approved a 
resolution naming the poll 
workers for the Oct. 6th 
Municipal Runoff Election 
for mayor in Elba. The elec- 
tion officials [poll workers] 
for that day will be: Cabert 
Mills, inspector; Velma 
Moore and Elaine Bullar, 
registration clerks; Mac 
Moore and John Robert 
Smith, ballot clerks; Linda 
Smith, poll list clerk; and 
Peggy Stroud and Wayne 
Sutley, assistants. 

The resolution noted that 
the city clerk may amend 
the list as needed due to un- 
foreseen circumstances. 

The council voted to enter 
into an agreement for engi- 
neering services with 
Southern Engineering Solu- 
tions Inc. for engineering 
services and consultation 
performed relative to the 
preparation of plans and 
specifications for the Sim- 
mons Street Drainage Re- 


placement project. The cost 
for these services, as ex- 
plained in the agreement, 
includes $9,000 for engi- 
neering services and $6,000 
for general resident engi- 
neering observation serv- 
ices for a total of $15,000 to 
be paid in monthly install- 
ments as work progresses.

County BOE approves FY2021 budget

The Coffee County Board 
of Education approved the 
Fiscal Year 2021 budget 
during a special meeting 
held Thursday, Sept. 10, at 
12 noon. 

Chief Financial Officer 
Shannon Odom presented 
the proposed budget during 
two public hearings prior to 
approval by the board. She 
noted the FY2021 budget 
with go into effect with a 
beginning balance of 
$7,772,075.60. 

Expected revenue for the 
fiscal year, including fed- 
eral, state, and local funding 
plus other _ financing 
sources, is anticipated to be 
$34,561,767.75 with total 
expenditures for the year es- 
timated at $34,210,192.07. 

Odom said that would 
leave an ending balance on 
Sept... <30, < 2021: of. 
$8,123,651.28. 

The board approved the 
Fiscal Year 2021 budget 
with no opposition. 

Also during the meeting, 
the board approved the 5- 


pe oe pe for the 


school system, This is a 
document listing capital im- 
provement projects that 
must be submitted annually 
to the state. It is often re- 
ferred to as a “wish list” be- 
cause it lists desired projects 
over an extended amount of 
time, and the document is a 
working document which 
means priorities can be 
shifted if needed. 

Superintendent Kevin 
Killingsworth reported to 
board members that the 
school system is operating 
with approximately 85% of 
students on campus for tra- 
ditional learning. As of Sept. 
4th, he said 2,211 system- 
wide students are traditional 
while 323 students are vir- 
tual. 

“T appreciate the efforts of 
all our employees so far this 
school year,” the superin- 
tendent said. “Our folks are 
doing a phenomenal job of 
doing what they need to do 
to keep everyone safe.”

We owe our deepest gratitude to the Enterprise Rescue Inc.

when we had a medical emergency with dear wife Heddy. 
To them and all those who have shown concern, we can 
only say, “Thank You until we can better pay.” Gratefully 
she is home and in our eyes is slowly rebounding. 


Oh, and another tidbit. We have not been on the cell phone 
circuit for months, since our iPhone shattered when dropped 
and a fuss with our service provider about ‘must finance - 
can’t pay cash for new phone’ and must sign new two-year 
contract. After a few weeks of withdrawal pains, we began 
to enjoy not being tied to that ‘thing’. That is until Wednes- 
day when constant contact with our children was vital. 
When daughter Michele walked into the hospital she an- 
nounced, “You are getting another cell phone, don’t argue 
with me, and I am going after it right now!” That tone of 
voice was not a request - it was a fact of life. We didn’t say 
a word, just reached in the pocket and handed her a credit 
card. End of story, except service is with a different provider 
. .and no two-year contract. 


We are an avid supporter of dedicated law enforcement of- 
ficers who do their job correctly. However, we can quickly 
condemn those who themselves violate the law. From 
reading repeated news reports from the Los Angeles, Cali- 
fornia area, it is our opinion they have a big problem in their 
sheriff’s department. There are repeated reports of shooting 
black individuals unnecessarily, abusing and illegally ar- 
resting (roughly) other individuals and members of the 
news media reporting on demonstrations, etc. A quote in the 
LA Times this week indicated that the sheriff’s office rarely 
responds to an official government committee appointed to 
investigate abuse by law enforcement. Any group or indi- 
vidual — at any level — that continuously acts as if they are 
themselves above the law is dangerous. That mindset may 
be incurable with this group of law officers and it may take 
a complete disbandment, from top to bottom and reestab- 
lishment by a group that knows and respects the law enough 
to avoid these open and repeated abuses of their enforce- 
ment authority responsibilities. There are qualified law en- 
forcement officers out there, trying to do a job they can be 
proud to tell their children and grandchildren of the good 
deeds they performed and lives they saved, and of course, 
the bad guys they got off the streets.

Brown said it was antici- 
pated the local area would 
receive lots of rain from 
[Hurricane] Sally. Also, he 
said there could be some 
winds and tornado threats, 
but at that time it was too 
early to know for sure the 
exact impacts.

Alabama AG warns against price gouging 
in advance of Hurricane Sally’s landfall 


Attorney General Steve 
Marshall announced that Al- 
abama’s price gouging law 
is in effect in advance of the 
arrival of Hurricane Sally 
this week. 

Alabama’s price gouging 
law comes into effect when 
the Governor declares a 
State of Emergency and it 
prohibits the ‘unconsciona- 
ble pricing’ of items for sale 
or rent. Effective at 3:00 
p.m., September 14, Goy- 
ernor Ivey declared a State 
of Emergency “based on the 
imminent threat of Tropical 
Storm Sally, which has now 
strengthened into Hurricane 
Sally, with the potential to 
make landfall in or near 
Mobile and Baldwin 
counties.” 

The eye of Hurricane 
Sally is expected to enter 
southeast Alabama by early 
Wednesday and hurricane 
warnings are in effect for 
Mobile and Baldwin 
counties. 

“Alabamians should be 
on-guard to possible price 
gouging and home repair 
fraud during and after Hur- 
ricane_ Sally’s passage 


through our state,” said At- 


torney General Marshall. 

Although what consti- 
tutes an unconscionable 
price is not specifically set 
forth in state law, a price 
that is 25 percent or more 
above the average price 
charged in the same area 
within the last 30 days—un- 
less the increase can be at- 
tributed to a reasonable 
cost—is a prima facie case 
of unconscionable pricing. 
The penalty is a fine of up to 
$1,000 per violation, and 
those determined to have 
willfully and continuously 
violated this law may be 
prohibited from doing busi- 
ness in Alabama. 

Consumers and officials 
can report concerns of al- 
leged fraud or illegal price 
gouging to the Attorney

The 
last day to apply for a regu- 
lar Absentee Ballot is Oct. 
1, 2020. 

If a voter applied to vote 
absentee in the August 25, 
2020 election and did not 
check the box for Run-Off, 
he/she must apply again. A 
ballot will not be automati- 
cally sent. 

All applications must be 
returned by the voter or 
mailed to City Hall at 200 


Buford Street, Elba, AL 
36323 [attention Election 
Manager]. Once the appli- 
cation is received a ballot 
willbe mailed and must be 
delivered in person by the 
voter to the Election Man- 
ager, mailed by U S Postal 
Service, or mailed by com- 
mercial carrier. All ballots 
must be received in person 
no later than 5 p.m. the day 
prior to the Election (Oct. 
5th); or if mailed must be 
received by 12 noon the day 
of the election. 


ALEA Troopers see dramatic decrease in 
traffic fatalities over the Labor Day weekend 


Troopers within the 
Alabama Law Enforcement 
Agency’s (ALEA) 
Highway Patrol Division 
saw a significant reduction 
in the overall traffic 
fatalities during the Labor 
Day weekend. 

The Highway Patrol 
Division investigated only 
three traffic-related 
fatalities as compared to 10 
in 2019, which is a decrease 
of more than 60 percent. 
ALEA’s Marine Patrol 
Division experienced zero 
boating deaths on 
Alabama’s waterways, 
however, they did 
investigate one non-boating 
death (drowning). 


“Saving lives is our 
agency’s commitment. The 
reduction in fatalities and 
deaths this year is a 
tremendous 
accomplishment, however, 
without the help of our 
citizens on both the 
highways and waterways 
none of it would have been 
possible,” ALEA Secretary 
Hal Taylor said. 

Troopers in ALEA’s 
Highway Patrol Division 
issued 54 DUIs during the 
extended holiday weekend 
while participating in the 
national traffic safety 
campaign Drive Sober or 
Get Pulled Over. 

Troopers issued seven 
BUIs during the same 
four-day holiday period 
through 12:01 a.m. Sept. 7.
